Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Correction and/or clarification is required. 

The group of claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 10 and 14 are indefinite because it is not clear what 
drawing this group of claims reads on. For instance, claim 1 reads on figure 22. Claims 7 and 
claim 14 which depend upon claim 1 read on figure 24. 

Claim 3 reads on figure 16. Claim 1 1 which depends on claim 3 reads on figure 13. 
Claim 15 which depends upon claim 3 reads on figure 24. 

Claim 4 reads on figure 31. Claim 17 reads on figure 24. 

Because of the above reasons, the meets and bounds of the claims cannot not be 
defined and no claim is in the condition for allowance. The Applicant is requested to point out 
a species that the application reads on.
